“ The kitchen,” says an enthusiastic 
writer, “ is the source of all the arts 
he 
might justly have added, “ and of many 
ills,” What the msin spring is to the 
watch the kitchen is to a home. The Gre­ 
cians rated toe services of a cook so highly 
that the head of the kitchen department— 
the archimagirus, a, he was called—re­ 
ceived the appointment of culinary artist, 
and presided at all public ceremonies. 
These officers received no salary aa cooks ; 
their fame was sufficient reward. “ We 
alone,” said they, “ are intrusted by the 
gods with the secret of human happiness,’ 
and so they cheerfully resigned ail emolu 
ment. A successful dish which tickled the 
palate of a Senator might at any moment 
procure for the cook a gift of priceless 
value. In aDy case applause and a crown 
of ilowrrs awaited him, and if he invented 
a new dish he received a sort of patent for 
i t ; no othei ecok dara make it for at least 
a twclve-moDth, and ho alone drew from it 
all profit and honor until some rival suc­ 
cessfully prepared another novelty. 
THE BEST COOKS. 
Sicilians made the lest cooks in olden 
times, and were cajoled to remain in 
Greece, while the Romans tfffered incredi­ 
ble sums for their services, the chief cook 
in a Roman household often receiving a 
salary equal to 34,000 a year. Every one 
remembers the supper Mark Antony gave 
to Cleopatra, and how, as ebe praised the 
viands, her lover called for the cook and 
gave him a city as a recompense. In Rome 
a vast apartment back from the house it­ 
self served as a kitchen, and over it reigned 
the archimagirus, or chief cook, with des­ 
potic rule. This, at least, was the case in 
wealthy families ; in others very often 
there was no kitchen at all ; the “ caterer” 
in the neighborhood supplied the meals at 
different rates in different localities, or a 
modest room, separated from the dining 
room by the cool pantry, served the pur­ 
pose, the lady of the house herself mak­ 
ing the bread, and intrusting nothing 
of the cooking to the menials. So, too, 
we read that the Homeric heroes would 
rather have renounced the siege of Troy 
than relinquished the preparation of food 
to the slaves. In those days royal Trinces 
squabbled as to who should turn the spit, 
if chroniclers are to be believed, but later 
on, when luxury had crept in and gastron­ 
omy had become an art, matters were vastly 
changed. Then the kitchen was the heart 
of the house, the nucleus, as it were, of all 
its luxury, prodigality and pretension. An 
immense retinue of slaves assisted the chief 
cook, or rather worked under his direc­ 
tions. Early in the day they repaired to 
the markets, and returned to lay their 
caskets of provisions before the chief of the 
department, who inspected them and placed 
in the cool pantry all that needed no spe­ 
cial preparation. The remainder found a 
place in a spacious apartment leading ont 
of the kitchen at the back of the house. 
There were seated the pupils of the cook, 
young men learning to carve game and 
poultry, listening the while to music play­ 
ing for their entertainment. 
THE ARCHIMAGIRUS 
The archimagiruB meantime, seated 
on a raised platform, glanced over the 
stock-pots and brick stoves, very like those 
in old-fashioned homes to day. At the op­ 
posite side of the apartment was an immense 
iron grate, filled with wood, which a slave 
incessantly blew into flame with his breath. 
Near this incipient hearth rude images 
represented the lares. That the Greeks 
and Romans had chimneys is certain, al­ 
though many learned writers assert the 
contrary. Aristophanes, in his comedy of 
“ The Wasps,” makes one of his characters 
hide in tho chimney, and, upon a slave ex­ 
claiming, “ What a noise in the pipe of 
this chimney,” the man being discovered 
avows, “ It is I, being the smoke, trying 
to escape." Later on, when the triumvirs 
were proscribed, we read that many of 
them took refuge in the chimneys. Hot 
water for the cooking was supplied in a 
vast cauldron of brass placed in a tripod 
above the fire, while a trying-pau beside it 
served for a cooking of delicate fish. Grid­ 
irons, colanders, dripping-panB, all found a 
place, and were made of bronze plated with 
silver. Shells made of bronze were used 
as molds for pastry. 
Every variety of kitchen utensil was 
known to them—boilers, cauldrons, stew- 
pans, saucepans, colanders with small and 
largo holes, spoons, forks, and hooks to 
raise the meat out of the pots, and dishes 
of every shape and size Stock-pots had 
ladles attached and colanders fitted inside 
to drain meats, vegetable», etc., and a 
wonderful saucepan with a double bottom, 
in which pastry and light articles for des­ 
sert were cooked by lighting a fire below 
the upper bottom upon which they rested. 
A “ diploma” or doublo vase played tho 
part of “ Vain Marie,” and in it the 
RomaD cook prepared the nicest of his 
dishes by tbe application of gentle heat. 
The brans boilers on tbree legs were exact­ 
ly like the three-legged pot used by tho 
Irish and French to-day ; other pots had 
covers in the shape of domes, while large 
hollow cylinders fixed underneath kept np 
the action of the heat. 
TOOLS OF TRADE. 
The saucepans were often made of silver, 
and a number of bronze chafing-dishes 
were always in readiness to heat the plates. 
These chafing-dishes were very elegant in 
shape and appearance. Each was sup­ 
ported by three geese, and was about seven 
inches long aud one and a quarter inches 
broad. Tfie wings of the geeso were out­ 
spread to support tho dish, while the heads 
formed handles. Large cupboards lined 
the kitccen walls, their doors rolling on 
pivots, and formed a repository of the plate 
of the family. Silver cups and saucers, 
exquisitely wrought in relief, were used 
for serving hot water to drink at meals. 
Silver spoons ended on one aid»; in a point 
to pick fish from the shell, while the other 
side was a bowl to eat eggs with. Forks 
were unknown to the Greeks, but some 
Roman families possessed them. 
Grecian epicures enveloped their hands 
in a kind of glove so they could pick out 
the food while burning hot. The Raman 
forks were remarkable for their workman­ 
ship, were often of gold, and had two 
prongs. Wine was placed in earthenware 
buckets to cool, and little vessels served as 
cruets to contain oil, vinegar and pepper. 
The knives were of steel, carefully sharp- 
encd, and often with rings in the handles 
to hang them up. The bread was made of 
eifted flour passed through a .Spanish 
sieve of linen thread. We have not space 
to consider the food prepared iu this Ho­ 
man kitchen, but our memory calls up the 
“ grasshopper fried golden brown," the 
“ sauce of snails,” and the large white 
worms, browned in tho stew-pan, and a 
few other delicacies little appreciated by us. 
OPEN-AIR KITCHENS. 
In later years the Bayeux tapestry gives 
us an idea of the open-air cooking of the 
Normans, where the art of gaetronomy has 
depreciated, although William the Con­ 
queror made a successful cook a present of 
the manor of Adington, still held by de­ 
scendants of the family by the ceremony of 
presenting each monarch upoD accession 
with a dish of plum-water gruel, the re- 
ccipt for which is yet to be found on the 
public records. 
The Gauls and Germans built their 
kitchen near the house, never within it, 
just as iu India to-day the kitchen is a 
separate building under charge of tbe but­ 
ler. All old Norman castles included a 
round building, completely roofed in, which 
was the kitchen, and which we find upon 
the same plan in all other monasteries. 
The form of this kitchen was at first mere­ 
ly that of a round mound, having no win­ 
dows and being entirely dependent for light 
upon tbe wood fire, but it had, even in the 
earliest times, chimneys or apertures for 
the escape of smoke, often as many as five 
or six. As the time went on these kitchens 
grew in importance, and were often mar­ 
vels of architecture finished off with win­ 
dows and doors, every possible facility 
being sought for letting in fresh air and 
auusiiiue. At first the fire was built in the 
con.er of the room, but soon it bc-came the 
central point, the smoke ascending to the 
roof in circles and thence finding an outlet 
through the many chimneys. Then came 
the introduction of tables for the reception 
of food, stools and other furniture. The 
rude spit, let down from the ceiling, was 
turned by a boy, and the ccok Bat in dig­ 
nity watching the proceedings. Soon the 
chimney was built over the hearth, and 
then the mantelpiece appeared. 
OLD TIME WAY. 
Up to the tseiith century only roasting 
and boiling were attempted by Normar s or 
SaAns, and the only requirements were 
huge caldrons and the means for roasting. 
Food was for a long time cooked on the 
mbera (we remember Alfred and the 


cakes), bat the days of chivalry introduced 
many advanced ideas into Eniopean house­ 
holds, aud from that period kitchens un­ 
derwent a change. The art of stewing 
wa3 introduced and cooks rose in import­ 
ance. Charles V. of France bestowed a 
livery upon all the officers of his kitchen 
out of gratitude for the preparation of a 
delicate dish. In France kitchens have al­ 
ways been a matter of importance. In the 
fourteenth century vast braziers were 
placed over the ovens, and gridirons on 
four wheels were introduced. 
There is extant a curious little book pub­ 
lished in France in the fourteenth century 
called the “ Menagier,” iu whioh a husband 
is supposed to give counsel to a yonng wife 
upon the management of her household. 
He bids her “ before engaging her servants 
find out whence they come, and what 
houses they have lived in ; whether they 
have acquaintances iu town, and if they 
are greedy or drink. Especially,” he adds, 
“ superintend the work.” Then, just as a 
modern cook-book would, he gives her 
recipes for all kinds of dishes, especially 
“ soups,” under which generic title he in- 
eludes stews, haricots, and many dishes 
familiar to ourselves. He alludes to the 
cooking utensils, a glittering army of cal­ 
drons. saucepans, kettles, and vessels made 
of red and yellow copper, urging that they 
be kept bright and clean, 
The head cook of Charles VII. left to 
his descendants a valuable receipt for gold­ 
en soup, which may interest the housewife 
of today. “ Toast,” he says, “ slices of 
bread, then throw them into a jelly made 
of sugar, yolk of egg, white wine and rose- 
water. When they are well soaked fry 
them, and then throw them again into rose- 
water and sprinkle with sugar and saffron.” 
IN THE DAYS OF FRANCIS I. 
The saucepan was placed on the table just 
as it left the fire, and only one ether dish 
was required, which contained beef, mut­ 
ton, veal and bacon, garnished with cooked 
herbs, which mixture was called porridge, 
and considered a real restorer and elixir of 
life. From this custom came the adage, 
" The soup in the pot, and the dainties in 
the hotch-potch.” 
In an old cook-book of the sixteenth 
century there is a wood cut representing 
an Italian kitchen interior. A four-legged 
brazier stands in tbe center of the apart­ 
ment, and near it bend two men cooks, 
while on the floor squats a man blowing 
the bellows, and two lads, one on either 
side the fire, sit on chairs, turning with 
long rods tbe iron bars on which birds are 
roasting, Above the stove is -a strong 
beam, from which depend bunches of vege­ 
tables, birds of various kinds, herbs, etc. 
A frying-pan is ready to hand, and npon a 
gridiron two fish are laid for cooking. 
The highest aim of the cook in the Mid­ 
dle Ages was so to disguise the flavor of 
the food that it was almost impossible to 
guess of what it was composed. Cooks in 
the fourteenth century were called “ porte 
chapes,” because in cooking they covered 
their pots with a tin cover. In the age of 
chivalry the officers of the kitchen often 
dressed in complete armor, and carried the 
diBhes into the dining-hall in a procession. 
THE MODERN KITCHEN, 
If we come down to a consideration of 
kitchens iu our own day, we do not find 
very much upon which to congratulate onr- 
selves. If we have gained some knowledge 
of refinement in cooking (and that is an 
open question), we have gained nothing in 
the situation or appointments of our kitch­ 
ens. Iu country homes we have the old- 
fashioned chimney, the wide hearth, the 
annoyance of dirt and soot, to counterbal­ 
ance the fresh air and sunshine which gain 
an entrance, while in cities wo have the 
advantages of improved stoves, of self-act­ 
ing boilers, of pantries and closets, of steam 
heat, and pneumatio tubes, with the de­ 
cided disadvantage of darkness and foul 
air.The kitchen, which ought to be the 
“ lungs” af the house, is too often a real 
plague spot, into which the mistress cares 
not to inquire too closely. How terrible 
the lonely underground kitchen often is. 
We think of those dark, moist, vapory 
London kitchens into which tbe daylight 
vainly straggles to gain an entry. We re­ 
member tho Marchioness in the “Old Curi­ 
osity Shop” and her companions, the black 
beetles, and wo wonder sometimes how 
even the high life below stairs whioh goes 
on in fashionable quarters can ever recon­ 
cile so important a person as Mrs. Cook to 
her underground kitchen. 
WHERE SHOULD THE KITCHEN BE? 
Of course there are exceptional cases 
where the kitchen is as pleasant a room aa 
any in the honsc, bat in great cities these 
exceptions are rare indeed in the case of 
those wise heads of large establishments 
who have had the sense to ran counter to 
public opinion aDd have the kitchen at the 
top instead of the bottom of the house ! 
In the land of elevators how easily this 
might be done and how much it would 
conduce to the health of tbe household. 
Our barbarous ancestors who roasted 
with a spit and kept ill-smelling rashes on 
the floors, were before us in tho hygienic 
consideration of the food supply. They, 
as we have seen, consecrated a well-venti­ 
lated apartment to kitchen purposes, they 
would have been convulsed with horror 
had they seen the ordinary London ¡arder, 
its sole ventilation dependent upoa a wire- 
covered aperture, cslled by courtesy a win­ 
dow, too far below the level of tne ground 
to catch even a solitary sunbeam. 
To the ordinary English-speaking people 
a trip to Germany or Switzerland is a rev­ 
elation, if they have eyes to see. What a 
model a Swiss kitchen is. What a con­ 
trast to the usual hearth in Britan, with its 
dusty, coal fire, and pots covered with 
8001, for kitcheners, in spite of all recom­ 
mendations, make poor headway. 
After all, there is something to be said 
for the old fasbioncd kitchen range and its 
facilities for roasting the joints so de; r to 
the British heart. No baked meat, be it 
baked never so ounningly, ever has tbe fla­ 
vor of the joint roasted and baked before 
the Are. The roaster, with its mechanical 
rotary movement, sparing the cook all 
need of constant devotion to the spit. 
Then, too, the kitchen dresser in Eoglish 
homes is justly the pride of the cook, with 
its shelf scrubbed to the whiteness of snow, 
its plates and dishes, its enps and sauoo- 
bowlt, all iu grand array, not to spsak of 
the dish-oovers on the walls so resplendent 
with constant cleansing that a lookmg-glass 
would be snpertluons. 
THE GERMAN KITCHEN, 
Bat, after all, how do these glories com. 
pare with the Herman kitchen, or with the 
tiny domain of tbe Bwisa baus mutter, or 
with those Dutch kitchens whose very 
name is Bynonymous with order and clean­ 
liness ? No ODe who has not lived in these 
countries can imagine the effect of the 
closed stove with its burnished pots, its 
enamel frying-pans, its earthenware sauce­ 
pans, with their blue designs upon that 
marvelous gray ground which no other pot­ 
tery in the world can imitate. Where are 
such pitchers to be seen ? Where such nn- 
wieldly caps and plates in sharp contrast 
with them, and such rows of delicale 
cooking utensils? Nothing ever came np 
to the ideal Swiss or German kitchen but 
the toy ones, made expressly after ths 
pattern. No underground kitchen for the 
German hausefrau ! And this is the one 
unquestionable advantage of tho system of 
living in flats—flats, be it understood, in 
which dark rooms are unknown. Here the 
kitchen is always in view, and the heart of 
the mistress swells with pride in the bright 
bnrnish of her brass pots and kettles. 
The radical difference in the cooking of 
different countries has, of course, its in­ 
fluence upon the kitchens. In England 
everything is cooked on time, and dished 
to the minnte ; in France, Germany and 
Switzerland there aro comparatively few 
dishes which must be cooked to the sec­ 
ond, so in tho foreign household vegetables 
and meats will be under way from an early 
hour, simmering gently in their most 
artistic pots, whereas in the English 
kitchen tbe vegetables, potatoes, and ail 
accessories are a question of the last half­ 
hour before dinner, and blackened pots 
boil with farious rigor over a fierce and 
scorching fire. 
Of course, there are modern improve­ 
ments ; how could it be otherwise; but 
improvements sre not found in the ordinary 
home, and they are always a work of time. 
We cannot but fear that the time is far dis­ 
tant when the kitchen of England, or that 
of American cities, will bear any compari­ 
son for hygienic consideration either to the 
kitchens of our barbarous ancestors, or of 
the housekeepers of France, Germany, and 
Switzerland. In Italy all abuses abound. 
Iu Russia the bske-oren is tbe family bath. 
In Sweden and Denmark civilization has 
yet much to do, while in our midst the con­ 
sideration of well ventilated, bright, whole' 
some kitchens and larders may well find a 
place,—[N, Y. Time*. 


SIOUX SUPERSTITIONS. 
H. C. Yarrow has communicated to the 
Anthropological Society of Washington, 
0. C.j some observations by William E. 
Everett, a Government scout at Fort Cus­ 
ter, on some superstitions of tbe livo In­ 
dians. The Sioux believe that when tbey 
die they go directly to the “ Great Spirit’s 
Big Village,” having to cross a long divide, 
and perhaps fight the spirits of their dead 
enemies ou the way ; for this reason they 
want their best horses killed with them, 
and their arms put by their side. Rsaoh- 
ing their paradise, they are received by 
their friends and relatives and escorted to 
a fine lodge, where they meet their wives 
aud children that have gone before ; all 
their war-horses that have been killed in 
battle reappear before them ; if they have 
been maimed in war, their missiDg mem­ 
bers immediately return to them ; if they 
have mutilated themselves greatly for 
some friend or relative, that person comes 
to them and embraces them, and makes 
them large presents ; aud they find them­ 
selves encamped amid most delightful 
surroundings. Their idea of sickneas is 
that a bad spirit of one of their enemies 
has entered the sick person, and must be 
driven out by noise ; and a great uproar is 
made, while the invalid is made to inhale 
the smoke of sweet grasses and herbs to 
assist in the exorcism. Bad spirits are be­ 
lieved to be sometimes eeut back to earth 
in the shape of some animals, and Indiana 
often fancy that they can talk to their 
friends under such forms. Mr. Everett 
once saw Sitting Bull making motions 
with his hands, and talking to a large 
wolf, which apparently understood what 
he said, for whenever ho wonld make the 
sign for ‘ Do you understand ?’ the wolf 
would throw up his head and howl.” Ths 
chief told Mr. Everett that he was making 
medicine to find where the main herd of 
buffalo were, aud whether it would rain or 
enow before the hunters got back ; and he 
said the wolf waB the spirit of a great 
hunter, and always gave him warning 
whenever there was any danger close at 
hand, and told hita where the buffalo were 
to be found. He also repeated some pre­ 
dictions the wolf had made to him, whioh 
seem to have been afterward exactly 
fulfilled. A remarkable superstition pre­ 
vails with relation to the white-tailed deer, 
aud is so strong that an Indian can seldom 
he induced to shoot ono of these animals. 
They believe that the deer embodies the 
spirit of a woman, who, if it is killed, will 
appear before them and kill them, or make 
their life a torture. Mr. Everett is ac­ 
quainted with several stories of Indiana 
who started out, in spite of the supersti­ 
tion, to hunt tho white-tailed deer, and did 
not return, but who were afterward found, 
by their friends going out to search for 
them, lying by the side of a dead deer 
strangled, with the marks of a woman’a 
haüd on their throat, and a woman’s feet 
on the ground. Ono grim story of this 
character, which he repeats with its par­ 
ticular?, relates to six young men who 
went out tcgethor aud shot six deer, and 
were found strangled, with marks of tiDgers 
on their throats, and horrified looks, as if 
they had seen BomethiDg awful. A curse 
was pronounced upon the spot whore tho 
tragedy happened, by the oldest man of the 
tribe, which was said by the Indians to 
have been fulfilled to the letter. 
CANNING FBUITS 
AND 
VEGETABLES 
Having the cans, or jars, the operation 
is simple. The fruit, whatever it may bo, 
in a syrup just strong enough to properly 
sweeten it, is brought to the boiling point, 
aud when tho air has all been expelled 
from it it is at once placed in the jare, 
(previously warmed with hot Water, aud 
when these are well filled the cover it 
screwed down tight. Good jars, well filled 
with boitiDg frnit, aud promptly covered 
by screwing down the caps, will iusure 
success. Many years ago, when canning 
was not so general as it is now, we showed 
1 how any common wide-mouthed bottle 
could be used, but at present jars mads 
for the purpose are so cheap that it is not 
necessary to resort to any make-shifts. 
Among the first things to lie put np in this 
manner is rhubarb. This can be readily 
I canned,| and green gooseberries may |b« 
treated in the same manner. Strawbcr-*' 
ries and raspberries come next, and 
are better preserved in the same man­ 
ner than by any other, but these, especially 
the strawberry, while vaBtly better when 
preserved thus than in any other manner, 
come far short of retaining their original 
flavor. Reaches arc ea-ily preserved thus, 
and are nearly perfect, as are pears, es­ 
pecially the Bartlett, apples and quinces. 
One who has put up the quinoe m this 
manner will never preserve it according 
to the old pound for-pGund method. All 
the highly-flavored apples, preserved by 
canning, make a finer apple sauce than can 
lie produced in any other manner. The 
usual process is, to cook the fruit, of what­ 
ever kind, in a syrup made of fonr ounce* 
of sugar, to a pint of water. When the 
fruit is cooked tender, tramfer it at onoe 
to the jar, and add tho syrup to fill up 
every crevice ; if there are bubbles 
cf air, rid th-m to rerape by tbe use 
of a spoon ; see that tho jar Is solid 
full of fruit and syrup, and np to the 
top before the cap is screwed on. 
While fruits are easily preserved in the 
family, vegetables are more difficult. We 
have many inquiries about preserving 
green peas, green corn and tomatoes. 
Those who make a business of canning, 
find green peas nnd green corn among the 
most difficult things to preserve. 
They 
can only be pat up ia tin cans by long 
boiling processes, not practicable in fam­ 
ilies. If any of our readers have found a 
method by wbich either corn or peas can 
be preserved by any process practicable 
iu the family, we ask them to communi­ 
cate it, for the benefit of others. 
Last 
autumn we made an experiment with to­ 
matoes. Thoroughly ripe fruit was cooked 
as for the table, omitting butter and all 
other seasoning, and put up in ordinary 
fruit jsra. About three out of twelve 
failed, but those which succeeded were 
vastly better than the tomatoes purchased 
in tin cans.—[American Agriculturist.

ANTS. 
Ants serve to protect plsnts by destroy, 
ing caterpillars and insects. Tha vast 
qnantity of insects killed by ants has been 
calculated by Forel, who estimates tbst 
during the period of their greatest energy 
more t’.i?n 100,000 insects are destroyed 
in a day by the inhabitants of ODe nest 
alone. It seems doubtful as yet whether 
sny European ant stores grain, though 
the Indian ant, PheidoU provUln», col­ 
lects large stores of grass-seed, and has 
even been observed after the monsoon to 
bring to the surlaco their stock of grain 
so as to dry it. In their relationship to 
animals the action of ants is well known. 
The Driver Ant, of West Africa, is the 
dread of every living thing ; writes Sav­ 
age : "W hen they are fairly in we give 
np the house, and try to await with pa­ 
tience theij pleasure, thankful, indeed, if 
permitted to remain within the narrow 
limits of our beris or chairs.” Rsts, 
mice, lizards, blapsidce, blatiidcc and all 
vermin go down before them. It is most 
especially in regard to the social and 
friendly relations between ants and other 
animals that many complex and interest­ 
ing characteristics are to be found. Even 
before the time of Lincteus, who wrota 
“ aphis formicarum racca," it has been 
known that ants derived an important 
part 
of 
their sustenance from tha 
sweet juice exsreted by theso aphides. In 
the Baltic amber, so the author tells as, 
there are the remains of m species of ant 
intermediate between the small brown 
garden ant and the little meadow ant. 
Now, the ants of to-dsy may owe their col­ 
or, light or dark, to tho fact that they feed 
on the sweet of tbe aphide, acoordisg to 
tho habitation of the aphides, the Latins 
hrvnncut, making aphides, living on the 
bark of trees, while tho Lasius Jlavus 
“ keeps flocks and herds of root-feediDg 
aphides.” Ants not only care for the full- 
grown aphides, which give immediate re­ 
turns, bnt absolutely collect the eggs of 
the aphides and nurse them until they ma­ 
ture. Some very beautiful experiments are 
due to Sir John Lubbock, who, in one case, 
having reared some aphides, which laid 
their eggs in the nest, had the satisfaction 
of seeing the aphides’ eggs taken by the 
ants and placed on plants. “ They were 
of no direct use to the ants, yet they were 
not left where they were laid, exposed to 
the severity of the weather and to in­ 
numerable dangers, but brought into the 
nests by the ants, and tended by them 
with the utmost care through the long win­ 
ter months, until the following March, 
when tho young ones were brought out 
and again placed on the young shoots ot 
the daisy.”

The Miners1 Convention held on SatuT- 
day at Nevada City was a thoroughly 
representative assemblage, nod it demon­ 
strated that for all purro rs of defense 
and self protection t’uo quartz, drift and 
hydtanliz miners intend ta act together. 
The purposes of the Convention were not 
political, though the resolutions adopted 
indicate that the association now formed 
may be utilized politically should it be 
thought necessary. That this will lie one 
of the const quencos of the Convention can 
scarcely be doubted, since the Anti-Debris 
Association has already ltd the way in 
preparing for a resort to politics. 
The 
main purpose cf the miners, however, was 
to make arrangements for a new departure, 
on the basis of Judge Templet decision. 
The miners in their resolutions declare 
their intention to build dsma across the 
Yuba to impound the tailings from all the 
mines emptying into that river, and they 
invite the miners emptying upon other 
rivers to follow their example. They in­ 
dorse the fairness and impartiality of Judge 
Temple, and assert their readinees to com­ 
ply with the conditions laid down by him. 
Of course it was to bo expected that the 
resolutions of such a body should attempt 
to vindicate the interest It represented, 
and it cannot bo regarded as in any way 
surprising that those who have everything 
they possess embarked in mining should 
find it difficult to take a thoroughly dis­ 
interested view of the conflict with the 
valley. The fact that they admit the in­ 
jury complained of, and that they are tak­ 
ing steps to obey the Court which has 
passed upon the matter, on the other hand 
shows that they have no disposition to 
deepen the ill feeling which exists already 
by uselessly protracting the struggle. 
They expect to epeud three hundred 
thousand dollars in building dams across 
the Ynba, and since it is very clearly their 
interest that the work shall be effective, and 
since they propose to tender the supervision 
and control of their engineering plans to 
Colonel Mendell, it is fair to assume that 
they are iu earnest, and that under the 
new arrangement the dam system will be 
thoroughly tested. And it would be well 
for all the interests concerned if at this 
stage of the proceeding a truce could be 
effected. What the farmers demand is that 
the hydraulic miners shall stop working 
while the dams are being built. This, of 
course, the miners aro reluctant to accede 
to, because they expect to draw the funds 
with which the new works are to be con­ 
structed from the mines, and because stop­ 
ping working means the stopping of all 
earnings. 15ut however inconvenient it may 
be for the miners to suspend operations, it 
is obvious that the only grace they can 
look for is that which is dne to the law's 
delays. 
For since Judge Temple's de­ 
cision commands the stoppage of the mines 
pending the construction of the dams, 
it follows that, unless the decision is re­ 
versed by the Supreme Court, it will be 
possible, in a comparatively short period, 
to procure its enforcement, or the enforce­ 
ment of its principles, upon all the mines. 
The miners may say that until the Supreme 
Court has affirmed it they are not bound 
to accept it as the law governing the situa­ 
tion, and technically that ¡9 true. But 
since they desire to come to an amicable 
arrangement with the valley people, they 
ought to be prepared to meet the latter 
within the strict technicalities, for if they 
will not make concessions neither can they 
expect them. 
And while the stoppage of the mines in 
advance of positive individual injunctions 
will doubtless represent a pecuniary depri­ 
vation capable of being estimated, it most 
be remembered that after all it is only a 
temporary deprivation, and not a loss. 
Whatever gold they could have taken out 
of the mines while the dams were in pro­ 
cess of construction would in such a case 
still be in the mines. It would be theirs, 
but they would have to wait for it a little 
longer. And the miners must also remem­ 
ber that they have had a long day, and 
that the Valley people have been very pa­ 
tient and endnring in the past, however 
impatient they may be now. Nor must 
they fail to consider that from the Valley 
standpoint there remains nothing to be 
done but to enforce Judge Temple’s de­ 
cree, and that the less disposition the 
miners show to conform to that decree the 
stronger will the disposition be to push 
things in the Courts. The legal advisers 
of the miners will probably tel! them that 
there is not the slightest probability of a 
reversal of Judge Temple’s decision by the 
Supreme Court, and there remains for the 
mining interest, therefore, no recourse but 
the uncertain delays which can be oh 
taincd in the ordinary course of litigation. 
But if they depend upon these delays, and 
hold out against Judge Temple’s decision 
meanwhile, they cannot expect the Valley 
to meet them in a friendly spirit. If, in a 
word, one side insists upon the letter of 
the bond, the other side will have a right 
to take the same ground, and then there 
will be no guarantee for the termination 
of the quarrel even by the completion of 
the dams. 
The Recokd-Union has labored faith­ 
fully in this matter to bring about snch an 
adjustment as would secure the desired pro­ 
tection to the Valley without inflicting un­ 
necessary injury upon the mining interest. 
This journal has urged the farmers to ac 
cept a compromise, and has given them 
reasons for doing so. But it cannot con 
tinue to advocate that line of policy unless 
the miners Bhow themselves willing to 
meet their opponents half-way, and they 
can only do that by declaring their readi­ 
ness to obey Judge Temple’s decision with, 
out waiting until they are compelled by 
the Courts to do so. By refusing to do 
this they will Bubject the Valley to fur 
ther and unnecessary expense, and will 
thus increase the bitterness already exist­ 
ing, and make any future agreement ex­ 
tremely diffioult. We do not suppose that 
any of the miners think it at all doubtful 
that Judge Temple's decision will stand. 
No matter how it may affect their property, 
it is presumably the law iu the case, and 
sooner or later it will have to be submitted 
to. As to the propriety of making this 
submission prompt, we do not think there 
can be any serious controversy. As a 
matter of policy alone we are of opinion 
that such a step would be well worth the 
pecuniary sacrifice involved in it. Of course 
the most embarrassing feature is the fate 
of the many industrious working-mincrs in 
the mining counties, but it is probable that 
even if the mines were all shut down next 
week it would be possible to give the ma­ 
jority of these men employment on the 
dams, and thus they would be kept from 
want until the dams were completed, and 
until the mines could be opened again. 
Now that the miners have taken stcp3 to 
show that they really intend to obey the 
law in the building of the dauiB, however, 
they would in our judgment do well for 
their own cause by proceeding one step 
further, and accepting the full purport 
of Judge Temple’s decision frankly and 
without any more hesitation. By doing 
this we are satisfied that they would 
greatly facilitate a lasting agreement with 
the Valley. 


BARKING ÜP THE WRONG TREE. 
A great many Democrats attended the 
first meeting of the campaign held in Sac­ 
ramento on Saturday night, for the pur­ 
pose of hearing what their candidates had 
to say about the Sunday law. tVhen 
Glascock got through his speech without 
having referred to the subject at all, the 
audience concluded that this plank of the 
platform had been left for treatment to 
Sumner; but when Sumner had finished 
his incoherent and tiresome speech, and 
had not made the faintest allusion to the 
issue which most concerned his hearers, 
the latter looked blankly at one another, 
snd one old Democratic farmer, scratching 


his head perplexedly, was heard to mutter, 
‘Those ------- fools don't seem to know 
‘ what this campaign’s about ! ” On being 
questioned subsequently, the speakers 
tried to get out of the difficulty by saying 
that it had been determined to hold the 
Sunday law question in reserve until later 
in the oampaign. Upon this it was re­ 
marked that if they continued to pursue 
that policy much longer, the people would 
be likely to lose interest iu the oampaign 
later on—or at all events in the Democra­ 
tic part of it. The avoidance of this 
dominant ¡Btue, in fact, was the principal 
topic after the meeting, and i- bad very 
mush more significance for the audience 
than any of the things which the speakers 
talked about. The Anti-Monopoly issue, 
as we remarked recently, has been worn 
threadbare, and it is very difficult to get up 
any enthusiasm about it, particularly in a 
county where the voters possess an intelli­ 
gent comprehension of the facta, and aro 
consequently not at the mercy of every 
ranting spouter who draws upon his imag­ 
ination for his assertions. The Democratic 
candidates will have to learn that in this 
county, also, the Sunday law question is a 
living one, and that the Democratic farm­ 
ers do not approve the “ sumptuary” 
plank in the San Jose platform, nor intend 
to support men who are committed to the 
repeal of all Sunday legislation. The 
silence of Glascock and Sumner on this 
important question no doubt indicates 
their inability to explain away the party 
platform, but they deceive themselves if 
they imagine that the voters will be con­ 
tent with Anti-Monopoly rubbish in the 
place of the explanation they look for. 
The truth of course is that the Democratic 
party has by its platform committed itself 
squarely to the repeal of the Sunday law, 
and to opposition to any other legislation 
for the preservation of the Sunday holiday. 
Their speakers shirk this question because 
they do not know what to say about it. 
They cannot deny the platform on which 
they stand, and therefore they cannot say 
that the party is opposed to the repeal 
of the Sunday law. They will, however, 
have plenty of opportunities to explain 
themselves on this point, and meantime 
we advise them to spare a little time from 
the manufacture of their Anti-Monopoly 
speeches, to attend to it.

TEE NEVADA CITY MEETING SATURDAY— 
THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


HASTENING SLOWLY. 
England has at last made up her mind 
to proceed in the Egyptian business, but 
though preparations for war have been 
going on at a great rate for about three 
months, it seems that after all nothing is 
really ready. It will take about a fort­ 
night to get a little expedition of ten thou­ 
sand men ready for action, and it is Baid 
to be the opinion of the military authori­ 
ties that the force being prepared (11,000 
strong, all told) is regarded as not being 
nearly large enongh for the work. Mean­ 
time Arabi Pasha will apparently have 
two or three weeks before him in which to 
do whatever he likes, and as what he 
most likes is mischief, it may be expected 
that he will do as much of that as he can. 
Why he has not attempted to destroy the 
Suez. Canal is yet a mystery, but it is very 
unlikely that he will withdraw into Upper 
Egypt without doing something to the 
canal, and it is evident that there is no 
force at hand capable of preventing him. 
If the English Government cannot put 
10,000 men into Egypt in a shorter period 
that Von Moltke required for the mobili­ 
zation of the great German army in 1S70, 
it speaks ill for the machinery of the Horse 
Guaids, moreover, and may be regarded as 
showing how backward the country would 
be if it became necessary to put, say 100,­ 
000 men, in the field. 
TAKING A NEW DEPARTURE. 
Yuba county has at last determined to 
institute proceedings against the hydraulic 
miners on the Yuba river, and has em­ 
ployed Messrs. Davis and Bayne as her at­ 
torneys, making an appropriation of §3,000 
for the expenses. The suits which will 
now be taken up aud pushed forward are 
those which the miners offered -§40,000 for 
a delay of sixty days in, two years ago. 
Marysville refused to take the $40,000, 
which would have been very useful to her, 
but in some unaccountable way the miners 
secured, not merely the delay of sixty days 
for which they had offered this handsome 
sum, but a further delay of one year and 
ten months. Ynba county has now, how­ 
ever, changed her lawyers, and has engaged 
two gentlemen to protect her interests who 
can be relied on not to subordinate those 
interests to considerations of fees for them­ 
selves, and who will not strive to turn the 
whole proceedings into a machinery for ad­ 
vancing their personal ends. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


ISrBCIAL DIBPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


The Egyptian Mtuallon. 
A lexandria, July 23d—9:15 a. m.—The 
Khedive has signed a decree dismissing Arabi 
Pasha and declaring him a rebel. He will 
also issue a general order forbidding the 
Egyptian army to obey orders from Arabi 
Pasha, and forbidding the people to pay him 
taxes. 
The Mahmoudeh canal continues to fall. It 
has fallen fourteen inches in the last forty- 
eight hours. 
Miscreants are still caught with cotton balls 
in their possession, saturated with oil. 
According to the latest news from Cairo, 
there are 8.000 starving, homeless persona 
camping in Edherh Gardens. Great mortali­ 
ty prevails among them. 
Arabi Pasha yesterday massed 700 cavalry, 
with a field gun, at the pumping station of 
the liamleh water works. It is supposed his 
intention is to destroy the station. 
The staff of the water works are hard at 
work on the Roman cisterns, for storage of 
water. It is a race between the falling level 
of the canal and the dauntless energy of the 
English engineere. If only water enough 
can be stored to tide over another month, the 
Nile inundation will probably sweep away 
Arabi’s dyke or rush around it, and all will 
be well. 
The country is drifting into fearful anarchy. 
Atrocities equal to any ever perpetrated in 
Bulgaria are committed with impunity. Two 
Germans at Guekb, sheltered by the station- 
master until a train was ready to start, were 
caught entering the train, their heads held 
over the carriage door and their throats cut. 
Another Christian was placed on the rails 
and an engine run to and fro over his body. 
Arabi is flooding the country in front of 
his intrenchments. 
It is considered certain that Arabi will de­ 
stroy Cairo unless defeated or captured. 
In reply to the proclamation of the Khe­ 
dive, Arabi appointed a Minister of his own 
at Cairo. 
CONTINUED MASSACRES. 
P ort Said, July 23d.—The town contin­ 
ues to swarm with refugees from Cairo and 
the interior, who bring most terrible accounts 
of the massacres at Toutab, Damietta and 
el3ewhere. Rear Admiral Hoskins has writ­ 
ten the English Consul at Cairo, urging him 
to impress upon British subjects the neces­ 
sity of leaving Egypt at once. 
a r a b i’s bo ld f r o n t. 
London, July 23d.—A dispatch from Con­ 
stantinople says : There ia reason to believe 
that Arabi Pasha has sent a species of ulti­ 
matum to the Sultan, declaring that he is 
acting to save Islam from the infidels, and 
giving the Saltan notice that if the Porte 
sends troop3 to co-operate w*ith the unbeliev­ 
ers he will fight them and proclaim the Sheif 
of Mecca Caliph. It is believed here that 
Arabi has threatened to depose the house of 
Osman and proclaim Jesad ruler in it3 place. 
ALLISON’S ADVANCE MOVEMENT. 
London, July 23d.—An Alexandria corre­ 
spondent gives the following account of the 
movement of Major-General Allison in the 
direction of Arabi Pasha’s intrenchments: 
A company of engineers started first in the 
train, with gun-cotton and mining tools, with 
the object of blowing up the railway and the 
isthmus between Arabi s center and Alexan­ 
dria, thus preventing him from attacking us 
in any way other than straight before the 
Rosetta pate, where onr meD were very 
strong. Six companies of infantry, twenty- 
four mounted infantry and a company of 
rifles followed. As soon as we replied to 
the Egyptian fire Arabi took shelter. The 
latter’a men were anxious to stop work, 
but were afraid of the advance. After the 
engineers had worked an hour we got a single 
mine dug all around, when a great, column of 
smoke arose, followed by a lond report. The 
isthmus was divided, the rails severed, and 
the work was done. The troops then returned 
to Alexandria. After the fight was over and 
we had retired, Arabi advanced on the Alex­ 
andria water work*, just outside the lines, 
and sent word that he intended to blow down 
the place, but having altered h¡3 mind re­ 
tired. His men sacked part of Ranileh dur­ 
ing the retreat. 
7 P. M.—Arabi is now making another re- 
connoissancc. Our scouts report that his 
cavalry are in Ramleh. 


Resolutions—Dams to be Built—Speeches— 
A New Organization Frcpozed. 


The Convention of miners, railed to meet 
at Nevada City Saturday, the 22d instant, 
assembled in the Nevada Theater, ia that 
city, at 11:30 A. M. on that day. Delegatee 
began to arrive on Friday, several coining 
in by the evening train, and large numbers 
by the morning train Saturday. During the 
forenoon of Saturday, teams with delegates 
were constantly driving into the city from 
all directions, and when the Convention as 
sembled 174 persons had taken seats in the 
parquet of the theater. J. S. McBride, of 
North San Juan, at 11:30 went upon the 
stage and said : “ Fellow-citizens, I have 
been requested by delegates to thiü Conven­ 
tion to call this meating to order. It is un­ 
necessary for me to slate the purposes for 
which you have bten called together. It will 
be in order for you to name a Chairman.” 
Hon, Niles Searl*, of Nevada City, was 
nominated for Chairman, and uiifti imously 
elected. On taking tho chair Judge Starls 
was greeted with applause. He called to or­ 
der, and spoke as follows : 
SPEECH OF THE CHAIRMAN. 
Gentlemen cf (he Convention : I thank 
yon most cordially for the confidence ex­ 
pressed in me in this call to presi ’e over your 
deliberations. You have assembled for the 
pnrposo of deliberating «pon matter*» of vital 
importance to yon affecting tho mining in­ 
dustry. Mining, the parent industry of thp 
Pacific c- ast; the industry that caused us to 
wend our way hither ; the industry that has 
built up a yonng empire of strength and in­ 
telligence in California (applause); an indus­ 
try that has jislded miliions to the 
world in precious metab ; an indus­ 
try that has resulted in thousands of 
happy homes in these mountain ranges, 
and has given employment to tens of thou­ 
sands of hardy and industrious men. It hss 
studded our hills with churcl ei and echorl- 
houses and cities ami towns. It is an indus­ 
try that has enabled the poor man to educate 
his children here and make them the peers of 
any in the land. [Applause.] It is an in­ 
dustry, fellow citizen*, that has done more 
than all else to people these mountains and 
make them teem with a people peaceful and 
industrious. This industry is imperiled and 
you are called together to consider itspr:8 2r- 
vation ; to take a considerate aud wise view 
of the whole situation, and eo act as shall re­ 
dound to your own interests and the wellfare 
of our State. [Applause.] That the pursuit 
of ycur industry has caused injury in some 
degree to otheis, is not to be gaicsayed. It is 
your duty to eo act and int.ke sacrifices, if 
need be, to avoid, as -far as may be, damage 
to your neighbors and fellow-citizecs in the 
valleys. That you will so act, I have net the 
slightest doubt. What is the further pleas­ 
ure of the Convention ?

THE RESOLUTIONS. 
The Committee on Resolutions, by J, C. 
Coleman, Chairman, reported the following, 
and Secretary Sunderland read them, being 
frequently interrupted by applauee: 
Whkrkah, The m ining industry in the State of 
California hut more particularly in the counties of 
El Dorado, Sacramento, Placer, Nevada, Yuba, Plu­ 
mas, Sierra and Butte, has heen attacked by a lim­ 
ited portion of the agricultural districts in the 
bacramentu valley ; and whereas, this mining Indus 
try, in which has heen invested 8150,000,000, and on 
which a population of over 125,000 people chiefly 
depend for subsistence, is harassed and* attacked by 
litigation, which has continued for nearly four years 
with a persistence and animosity not often before 
exhibited ; and whereas, if these continued attacks 
be ultim ately successful, they will result in almost 
the entire destruction acd depopulation of the m in­ 
ing counties ; therefore, be it 
Jlcnolt ed, That we advice all the residents of the 
mining counties to act thoroughly in concert, aud 
by all proper and lawful acts t¿> defend and protect 
the raining interest, which is the p*ramount indus­ 
try in these counties, aud that while we deprecate 
all attem pts of interested parties and local valley 
politicians to make the subject cf our differences 
with the agriculturists a political issue, still if such 
a fight should be forced upon us, we recommend 
such concert of action on the part of the miners as 
will frustrate the selfish objects of our enemies. 
Resolved, That there is no confidence to be 
placed in the specious declarations lately made by 
the anti-miners to the effect th at hydraulic mining 
is the only branch of that industry which they wish 
to cripple or destroy, for wo believe that should they 
be successful in stopping hydraulic mining then 
both drift and quartz mines would be attacked, or 
in any event, would be placed in great jeopardy, 
and could only continue their business upon such 
term s as the anti-miners m ight dictate. Therefore 
we advise miners of all kinds to staud t4*gether 
shoulder to shoulder for m utual protection, and not 
to allow the misleading promises of our adversaries 
to divule our strength, that they ma}* attack and 
destroy each Interest in detail. 
Resolved, That this m cetirg, which is composed 
of all classes in this community, embracing not 
only miners of all kinds, but also merchants, me­ 
chanics, agriculturists and laborers, fully rea'izes 
the fact that if m ining be stopped or seriously in­ 
jured, it will result in destroying the value of all 
sorts *>f property in these now prosperous counties 
of Nevada, Sierra, Plumas and the mining portion 
of Yuba county; we, therefore, actiDg in the de­ 
fense of all classes, pledge ourselves to resist in all 
proper ways the attacks made upon us by the anti­ 
minera. 
Resolved, That while we adm it that a certain 
am ount of damage has been committed, consequent 
upon mining operations, yet tbi3 damage has heen 
grossly exaggerated, and represents but a small 
percentage in value of the vast mining industry and 
the interests which directly and indirectly depend 
upon mining. 
Resolved, That the miners are now, as they have 
always heen, willing t>do anything within their 
power, short of absolute confiscation of their prop­ 
erty, to aid in any practicable way in preventing or 
dim inishing such damage as their mining operations 
may cause upon the valley below. 
Resolved, That with the help of the aid proposed 
to be given by* the General Government, it is now 
within the power of the miners, and j»artieularly of 
the miners on the Yuba watershed, to prevent fur­ 
ther dartage by the construction of one or more 
dams across the Yuba river, for the purpose of im ­ 
pounding such debris as may hereafter find its way 
into that river, and also for the purpose of retain­ 
ing the vast quantities of debris now in that 
stream and its tributaries from p.ssi g down into 
the plains; ami while we waive no rights of any 
kind, yet we advise a!l persons mining or interested 
in any way in miuing upon the \ uba watershed, to 
Join an assuciation to be organized for the purpose 
of building or m aintaining dams. We herewith 
subm it articles of association for such an orga dza- 
*tion, which have been carefully prepared, and which 
we advise should be adopted either in their present 
shape, or as may hereafter upon fuller discussiou be 
amended or changed. 
Resolved, That so far as the filling of San Pablo 


ami San Francifco bays is concerned, this filling 
resul's largely from agricultural and natural causes, 
and it is unjust to place any such damage solely 
upon mining. 
Resolved, That as the rights and privileges of the 
miners have been recognized since the existei ce of 
the M ate, in all ways by the executive, legislative 
and jutiicial departm ents of the General Govern­ 
ment, and of the State, under which we have in good 
faith invested our means and established onr homes, 
it is but just that the nation at large and our State, 
both of which have reaped 6uch incalculable ad­ 
vantages from the product of our mines, should aid 
U9 in tKJine substantial way in bringing about a re­ 
sult which will perm it mining to be continued 
without the vexatious litigation which has harassed 
us fur the past four years ; and in the appropriation 
of ■i25%000 by the General Government for the pro­ 
tection cf the Sacramento river, we gratefully ap­ 
preciate this recognition of our just c'aim. 
Resolved, That in consequence cf the late opinion 
of Judge Temple, in whom we recognize an upright 
and uon-partisan Judge, we advise the miners upon 
«he water-riitd of each river flowing from the Sierra 
Nevada into the Sacramento or San Joaquin valley, 
t j follow out the mode judicially set forth in that 
opinion, and to organize upon each water-shed 
where mining is carried on, an association similar to 
that proposed for the Yuba river, and for the same 
purposes. 
Resolved, That we do not acknowledge any irre­ 
pressible conflict between mining and agriculture, 
but we believe that both arc mutually dependent 
one upon another, and we w ish to emphasize the fact 
that w hile the agricultural lands damaged by mining 
operations represent only an infinitesimal part of the 
fanning lands of the State, the product of our Cali­ 
fornia gold mines of ahout $20,000,000 per annum 
represents over one-fifth of the entire gold product 
*>f the world. The stoppage of this product would 
iuflict disaster not only upon California, but upon 
every other State in our Union 
We also wish to 
point out th at our miuing 13 not a deca.\ ing indus­ 
try as has been falsely st-¡fced, but is now thriving 
and full of promise, and we point with pride to the 
present prosperous condition of our raining Coun­ 
ties, w hich cora pire most favorably in wealth, intel­ 
ligence aud prosperity with the other counties of 
the State. In no part of the world is labor better 
paid than in the mines of California. The miners 
have invented their earniOL 8 in making comfortable 
and beautiful homes for their families, and they 
live in greater comfort • ban does any other laboring 
claas in our whole couutrj. We respectfully suggi st 
to the residents of the state at large that they can 
not afford to see these prosperous mountain counties 
ruined became a few farmers have been injured. 
Resolved, That action such as is proposed To be 
taken by the Ynba river miners iu building dam*, 
will fully protect the valleys, and if accepted in 
good faith, will finally settle tho existing differences 
between the mountain and the valley, and while as­ 
suming the expense of building these cost’y en­ 
gineering works, we think we deserve the cordial 
co-operation aud moral aid of persons in all parts of 
our State. We regret that the overtures made by 
the miners several years since to the people of 
Marysville ami vicinity were not then accepted 
Had we then joined together in building works of 
re.itf, the condition of affairs in the valley would 
be vastlv better than they now arc. We respect­ 
fully suggest to these gentlemen that it is even now 
more advantageous to them to do w hat they c-n in 
assisting us t<> relieve them from danger, instead of 
stubbornly endeavoring to thw art us in our proposed 
work for their benefit. 
Resolved, T* at the Senators and Assemblymen of 
the whole State be respectfully requested t » unite 
in the pas?ace of such a law or laws as may be nec­ 
essary t<> vest in us^lie authority to carry out our 
plans <>f impounding miuing debris. 
ACTION ON RESOLUTIONS. 
W. D. Long moved the adoptioa cf the 
resolutioD s. 
C. B. Hawley objected to the word “ lim­ 
ited ” iu the preamble, as applied to agricult­ 
urists interested, aud moved to strike it out. 
He spoke from a personal knowledge of the 
extent of agricultural country affected There 
are several counties interested, and they com­ 
prise the largest portion of the Sacramento 
valley. The miners should show that they 
are willing to do all they can to satisfy all, 
and so shoul 1 not put on record that which 
will not bo well received. 
Hamilton Smith, Jr., said it was strictly 
true. Tho acreage affected is but a small 
part of the great Sacramento valley. 
Mr. Byr^e opposed the motion to strike 
out. The word 44 limited ” is strictly true. 
Only a limited portion of the Sacramento 
valley is involved in the slickens issue. “ We 
are not hero to give the anti-slickeci folks 
any taffy. We are here to a;sert our rights, 
aud don’t care a sunflower whether it pleases 
them or not.” [Merriment.] 
J. C. Coleman opposed the motion, as 
44 limited ” is the true expression of fact. To 
strike it oat would be to make the preamble 
less forcible. 
The motion to strike out was lost, there be­ 
ing but three ayes. [Loud applause.] 
The question was on the adoption of the 
resolutions. 
Messrs. Coleman and Smith, cf tho com­ 
mittee, proposed the following additional 
resolution, and it was considered a part of the 
original report: 
Resolved, That the attacks made upon the mining 
interests are not, as has s i falsely and perei tently 
been stated, directed against a few foreign corpora­ 
th us, but against etery property interest and 
against every citizen of the mining counties, no 
m atter whether they are capitalists, merchants, 
m iners or laborers, for h11 property' and labor in 
these counties owe their value to our mines. 
Mr. Marriott a«ked that the plan for an or­ 
ganization, submitted with the resolutions 
be first read, as the adoption of the latter car, 
ried the former. 
The Chair said the resolurions only recom­ 
mended the document referred to to the con­ 
sideration cf the Convention. 
All the resolutions were then unanimously 
adopted, amidst applause. 
Tho Chair—New, let the Secretary read 
the “ articles ” r« ferred to. 
Secretary Sunderland then proceeded to 
read the document. It was of exceeding 
length, and as most of it is the detail of legal 
verbiage, 
A SYNOPSIS 
Will be more acceptable to the reader. The 
articles of incorporation of the Yuba River 
Dam Association recite that it is deemed best- 
to put into execution the preventive aud pro­ 
tective course indicated in Judge lempie’s 
decision, by building dams iu the valley or 
canyon of the Yuba river; but that the 
miners do not thereby waive any legal rights 
or claims in the premises, but assert a legal 
right to diecharga water and tailings from 
their mines into the Yuba or any of its tribu­ 
taries. Therefore, for the purpo363 of mining 
and selling wat¿r, and to avoid litigation, the 
signers cf the articles form the 44 Yuba River 
Dam Association 
1. To construct the dams referred to. 
2. To aid in the corstruction of any dams 
and reservoirs the State or National Govern­ 
ment may undertake to prevent debris now 
in the river bed, and to be discharged by fu­ 
ture mining operations, from passing below 
the dams contemplated. 
3. To acquire lands necessary for the dam 
sites, etc. 
4. To Require all water rights and water 
privileges that may or can be located, pur­ 
chased or appropriated on tho Yuba or any 
of its tributaries, and to construct dams, 
aqueducts, ditches and canals for |ibe diver­ 
sion and u°e of the same. 
5. To acquire lands in Nevada, Yuba and 
Sutter on which to discharge and deposit, if 
necessary, the detritus and muddy waUr.and 
to improve the lands by irrigation and culti­ 
vation. 
n. To take contracts from the Government, 
State or national, for constructing dams or 
reoervc irs. 
To tbese ends the signers form the Associa­ 
tion, and are bound 
BY THESE TERMS I 
1. The associati >n to exist five years. 
2. To have a board of managers members 
of the association and miners, or an officer of 
a miuing company. Ditch and caDal com­ 
panies and owners may become members. 
The managers to have power to do all things 
necessary to the accomplishment of the pur­ 
poses of the association, acd to borrow, not 
exceeding $20,000, in the name of the associa­ 
tion and to give its note therefore. A ma­ 
jority of the managers to constitute a busi­ 
ness quorum. 
3. The managers to receive no compensa­ 
tion except actual traveling expenses when 
on business of the association, and $5 to each 
member for each meeting. 
4. There is to be an engineer and a super­ 
intendent to the association, but the two 
offices may ba merged into one. 
5. The officers to be a President, Vice­ 
President and Treasurer chosen by the Board; 
the first two to be members of the Board. 
G. Egbert JudsoD , David Cahn, L. L. Rob­ 
inson, J. H. Bolles, Thomas Pric*, Aivii.za 
Hayward, suggested as six of the nine man­ 
agers for the first year. 
7. The Board to name an Executive Com­ 
mittee of three and determine its powers, and 
may appoint an auditing committee. Money 
to be paid out only on audited acconnti and a 
check on the Treasurer. The Board may re­ 
move its officers or members of its committees 
and appoint others in their stead. 
8. Election of Managers to be in July of 
each year. Notice of time anti place of elec­ 
tion to be served on members by nml or per­ 
sonal delivery for ten df.ys. If no election 
then takes place ten members may call one. 
The Managers to fill vacany ia thrir Board 
from among memb?r8. The Bnard may call 
special meeting*. Every member to have one 
vote for each $5,000 of valuation of his prop­ 
erty as represented by him, and one voto for 
each fractioi of $5,C00. The valuation tobe 
based on State and county assessment of the 
preceding year. 
9. Managers may levy as3:csments, based 
on assessed valuation of members’ property, 
and each member authorizes the levy of the 
Rame to the extent hereinafter named, assess­ 
ments to be paid in thirty day*, and if not 
may bo sued for. No delinquent to be per­ 
mitted to vote at any meeting, or to havo any 
share of the aeaociation’s property iu case of 
its dissolution. 
10. No member to be interested in contract 
or furnishing work for the association unless 
firet fully made known to tho managers. 
Work to be let to lowest bidder, but in emer* 
gencies private contracts may be let if the 
Engineer and Superintendent judge that the 
association’s interests will be subr.ervea 
thereby. The Boar! may in its judgment 
aid the State or National Government work 
of constructing restraining works. 
11. Where money is needed before the reg­ 
ular assessments can be levied such members 
as contribute to an advance are to be allowed 
8 per cent, interest. 
12. On dissolution the members to share in 
the property according ti the amount of as 
sessmenfcs contributed. 
13. The amount of money to be raised by 
assessment in no event to exceed $590,000. 
Nor shall over $300,000 be raised without 
consent of at least two-thirds of all the mem­ 
bers of the association, given at a meeting for 
the purpose. 
14. No member to be liable for m^re than 
his proportion of the debts, as measured by 
the number of vote* to which he is entitled. 
All contractors shall agree in their contracts 
not to hold any member liable for more than 
his just proportion of the debi under the 
contract, ascertained as above. 
15. Provides for amendment of the rule*. 
16. As it may become necessary to organ­ 
ize the association anew and perpetuate it, 
and to procure prop legislation to enforce 
payment of money y Yuba miners and 
ditch owners who wi not voluntarily con­ 
tribute to the resource* of the ass ciation for 
the construction of restraining wurks, the 
managers ate to take such steps as wisdom 
dictates to secure the passage of proper laws, 
and to reorganize the association on such a 


basis as experience shall indicate as test, to 
the carrying out of the ot jects of the associa­ 
tion—i. e., the constriction, enlargement and 
maintenance cf retainirg debris dams ; the 
ni l of individuals or State or National Gov­ 
ernment in &uch construction, and the forma­ 
tion of a corporation to which shall be con­ 
veyed the water rights, ditch??, lands, dams, 
re^rvoirs and other property acquired by the 
association. 
THE DISCUSSION. 
Hamilton Smith, Jr., said a* any such 
organization must be voluntary, the reading 
of the articles had been requested that 
information regarding the proposed plans 
might be made general, and modifications sug­ 
gested, to make them suit all who are inter­ 
ested. He moved their reference to a com­ 
mittee of five for revision, if deemed necee- 
sary.A voice—Couldn’t the committee report to 
the miners individually, and to the com­ 
panies? 
Mr. Smith—I suppose so. 
The Chair—All this meeting can do is to 
suggest. It mr-y suggest that the Nevada 
Bank lend me mocey, but the bank will do as 
it pleases. 
Mr. Marriott favored taking up a the arti­ 
cles for disposition at once. He pointed cut 
some thiogs needing correction, as a rule 
allowed for each fraction of $5,000 valuation. 
Mr. Smith said that it was for the purpose 
of giving small owners a chance, and to show 
tLat large owners had no. desire to coerce 
them. 
Mr. Marriott thought small owners under 
that might arbitrarily override heavy inter­ 
ests.Mr. Smith did not fear it. 
•Mr. Marriott offered as an amendment 
that the committee report in two 
hours.” 
Mr. Smith thought the work could not be 
d; ne in that time. 
Edward Coleman thought it best to send 
the document out as it was. The signers can 
amend it «s desired. This meeting cannot 
effectively legislate for a voluntary organiza­ 
tion yet to be formed. Let the articles go 
out with the recommendation of th9 meeting. 
Mr. Smith by consent withdrew his mo­ 
tion,Mr. Le Breton renewed the motion for a 
committee of five to report in two weeks. 
The original idea was to have a committee 
to submit these articles to the miners of the 
Y uba. 
Hamilton Smith, J*.—We might do that 
through the papers. 
Mr. Cahn—Or send copies to all. 
Mr. Le Breton—Tho committee need not 
report to ar.y convention, as ouly individual 
approval will be of any avail. 
Mr. Long—They might report to the Presi­ 
dent of tho Miner’s Union, a regular orga­ 
nized body now. 
Edward Coleman—This referoncc only 
makes delay. Time is very precious now. 
Mr. Le Breton reformed his motion, so 
that the committee shall revise with all speed 
and proceed to solicit; signatures. 
S. L. Biackwell thought the signers the 
only ones to pass on the articles. Their own 
juJgment must gov^n. Reference is unnec­ 
essary unle-s we hold another convention. 
J. C. Coleman agreed with Mr. Cahn. 
Dr. Charles favored this Convention indors­ 
ing the plan, but the signers will do as they 
please about it. It is admitted the plan is not 
perfect now. 
Thomas Price—The object of this mooting 
was to unite the Yuba miners on a plan of 
action. The thing to do is to a=*k them now 
to come up and agree or refuse to agree to 
corstruct dams. That is the essential thing. 
Judge Roberts thought five practical men 
could be picked out who could report in two 
hours. The plan is a simple one—assessment 
on the basis of property valuation ; that is 
all. Agree on a plan, ssnd out anngent for 
signatures, and organize inside of five days. 
Time is very precious now. 
Mr. Byrne—Will some one point out any 
radical errors in the arrióles ? I think them 
good and can indorse them as they are. 
Thomas Pries—I move to submit the arti­ 
cles as they are, leaving amendments to the 
signers. 
C. W. Cross did not think tho articles per­ 
fect. The liability of every member for any 
debts the managers may make is a serious 
thing. 
This new organization is for all 
classes. It was easy enongh for hydraulic 
miners to organize to suit themselves. It is 
more difficult to do where several clashes are 
involved. We should have articles all can 
sign, merchants and others as well as miners, 
for all should be asked to contribute. His 
own interest would represent but $5,000 or 
$0,000, but it should contribute to the work. 
M r. Le Breton’s motion was the proper one. 
Mr. Le Breton, in reepooee to Mr. Byrne, 
pointed out several matters not closed to dis­ 
pute—as the oruiarion as to Chinese labor, as 
had been suggested by a voice during the 
rendirg of the document; as to the question 
of making the organization a corporation ; 
as to making the appointment of an Auditing 
Committee compulsory; as to limiting the 
debt-making power to $20,000, etc. 
Judge Searls (Mr. McBride in the chair) 
was astonished at the facility with which 
men can always attend to the business of 
others. The Convention was a free council 
to recommend. That was all it could do. 
Now it is proposed to formulate rules to govern 
auother organization. He didn’t think any­ 
one had that idea, but it really required a 
good deal of cheek to do that. It is well 
enough to havo a committee to further per­ 
fect ti e plan tho meeting proposes, but that 
done, let it go to the men who are to act in 
the premises—the signers; they’ll get to­ 
gether, and, if it suite them, will adopt it. 
All we can do is to give tho idea the moral 
support of this Convention. 
Professor Price’s motion was then put and 
lost, and Mr. Le Breton’s motion for a com­ 
mittee to revise and to solicit signatures was 
adopted unanimously. 
AN EXPLANATION. 
Hamilton Smith, Jr., said Bear and Amer­ 
ican river miners were present. Some mis­ 
apprehension had got abroad that the Yuba 
miners want to get all the money the Govern­ 
ment is to expend laid out on the Yuba. This 
was not true—they cnly want their fair 
share. Colonel Mendell will probably have 
$250,G00 to expend, and will 1130 it as his own 
judgment advises. If half of it is spent on 
the Yuba it will be just. 
CONCLUSION. 
Resolutions for a State Convention cf all 
tho miners in the State, tobe held in Septem­ 
ber, were introduced by Judge Roberts and 
discussed by timBelf, N, D. Long, Judge 
Dibble. J. C. Coleman, Hamilton Smith, 
Jr., Mr. Sunderland aud Mr. Carr, and 
finally the whole Bubject-matter was indefi­ 
nitely postponed. 
Incidental to the brief 
debate on the subject, Judge Roberts having 
named “ Nevada City or elsewhere” as the 
proper place to hold the State Convention if 
it was resolved to hold one, J. C. Coleman 
said he thought the capital of tho State tho 
most accessible point for holding such a con­ 
vention. 
Hamilton Smith, Jr., Raid: “ I think I 
know the sentiments of the thinking people 
of Sacramento—the feeling of the men of 
business and property and of the men of 
homes acd interests in Sacramento. They 
are cot our enemies; they wish us 
fair dealing. Che Bee and Mr. Cadwalader 
do not represent the thinking people of Sac­ 
ramento.” [Applause.] 
J. C. Coleman insisted that Sacramento 
should be inserted in place of Nevada City, 
but the whole matter being killed, the ques­ 
tion R3 bítwe6n Nevada City and Sacramento 
did not come to a vote. 
Tho Chair named as the Committee on 
Revision of the articles for tho Dam Associa­ 
tion, and to secure signatures thereto, David 
Cahn, R C. Walrath, H. W. Wallis, Hamil­ 
ton Smith, Jr., and J. H. Boíles. 
On motion of Mr. Le Breton, the Conven­ 
tion then adjourned sins die. To the Record* 
U n io n representative, a stranger to men of 
the Convention, the assemblage presented it- 
s 2lf as a highly intelligent body of earnest, 
courteous and thoroughly Eelf-pjsaessed men, 
a good representative body of American citi­ 
zens, that proceeded with dignity, dispatch 
and method to dispose of the business in hand. 
There was no vituperation and no inflam­ 
matory language, but a conservative and manly 
disposition was manifest throughout, and the 
impression was distinctly made that the 
miners accepted the situation under Judge 
Temple’s decision, were willing to make the 
be t of it, and while waiving ro rirh43 
claimed, were anxious to avoid all po sible 
complications and were not ruthlessly bent 
upon injuring their neighbors, and Btill would 
defend their rights, if need be, by all lawful 
means. 
Tho Revision Committee went into session 
Saturday evening but did not complete its 
labors that night, although it worked until 
after midnight.

DOMESTIC. 
The Chile-Peru Matter-gblpherd’s State­ 
ment to the Public. 
C h icag o, July 23d.—Jacob R. Shipherd 
has furnished for the use of the pres3 an 
84-page pamphlet, entitled “ The rejected 
testimony of Mr. Jacob R. Shipherd, refused 
by the Committee on Foreign Affairs of tho 
House of Representatives, in session at 
Washington, May 17, 1882 ” He prefaces 
this testimony with a personal note to the 
public, in which he ironically refers to the 
late Chilean Mininter at Washington, Señor 
Don Marcial Martinez, and to Blaine, as the 
men who had discovered that the Peruvian 
Company was a specter, intriguing for the pos 
session of property belonging t > Americans. 
The testimony submitted ia, he says, that 
which lie prepared in advance for the commit­ 
tee. After submitting some document*, being 
mostly his own letters to Secretary Biaice, 
General Grant, the Peruvian Minister, etc.] 
and a few being letters from General Grant 
approving his (Shipherd’*) action in the mat­ 
ter, he reviews the testimony of Rurlbut, 
editor of the World, snd claims that in the 
most essential point Hurlbut’a testimony con­ 
firms his. To disprove Blaine’s statement 
that the President did not even know there 
was a Peruvian Company, he produces Secre­ 
tary Stanley Browne’s letter saying the Pres­ 
ident had raceived Shipherd’s letter on the 
subject, and referred it to the Secretary of 
State. Shipherd is particularly severe on 
Blaine, and declares that bis only wish in 
testifying voluntarily was to vindicate his 
foreign policy, and to try to dissipate Ship­ 
herd’s testimony. He maintains, however, 
that Blaine did not materially contradict him. 
He berates the committee for allowing him 
to bo aesailed by Blaine. He declares, re­ 
garding the letters produced by Blaine from 
Shipherd’a counee*, that Blaine’s testimony 
contradicted his litter, and that the other 
letters were incorrect where they contradicted 
his testimony. He produces telegrams from 
Senator Blair to show that the interview of 
July l Bt never occurred, but that be first met 
Blair July 221. He discredits Robert Christy 
as a witness, even if his letters submitted by 
Blaine were pertinent to the issue, and finally 
breaks 
out 
with 
the 
exclamation 
that it is wearisome to meet in detail 
half cf Blaine’s facile inventions 
He 
takes 
up 
the 
testimony of 
J. 
F, 
Elmore, and proceeds to show “ how easily 
this little man lies.” Shipherd then reverts 
to correspondence between Blaine andEvarts 
of last April, which Blaine introduced to 
show that Evarts denied knowing Shipherd, 
and had never given him legal advice. He 
explains that Evarts had, in a casual conver 
sation on the Cochet claim, given the opinion 
referred to. 
He dees not wonder that 
Evarts had forgotten it. He submits 
an affidavit of 
James 
Montgomery, 
Vice-President of the Palace Stock Car 
Company of New York, in corroboration. 
He criticises Whitelaw Reid’s forgetfulness, 
aDd produces a letter from him wishing 
Shipherd all success. He says : “ If Hurlbut 
was upright and honorable and received from 
me the offer of a bribe of a quarter of a mil­ 
lion to corrupt his official notion, and made 
no response of scorn aud rebuff to me, and 
gave no warning to bis Government nor the 
public for five months, and during that time 
kept up a continuous correspondence with 
me, the whole tenor of which was to assure 
me he would gladly co operate with me, and 
even begged me to secure special instructions 
conformable to my wishes, to be cabled, and 
also wrote Blair and Boatwell to the same 
effect, what shall we say of him?” 
Shipherd casts considerable doutt upon 
Blaine’s declaration that certain docu­ 
ments which were presented to President 
Garfield never came to his (Blaine’s) notice, 
and says this legally raise* a strong pre­ 
sumption against Blaine. He devotes some 
sixty of the eighty pages in criticising, at­ 
tacking and denouncing Blaine in his meth­ 
ods of testimony. Some space is devoted to 
showing wherein various witnesses against 
Shipherd contradicted themselves, their rec­ 
ord, and the truth. Shipherd gives the names 
of those prominent public men whom he re 
lied on as “ our people,” and the circum­ 
stances that led him to rely on them. 
Shipherd says : 44 When a letter of the high 
est privilege, confidential, to a Minister 
Plenipotentiary who came to me from Presi­ 
dent Garfield direct, to ask that I would 
organize a company upon a plan which the 
President himself honored; a letter which 
was responsive only to his high command, 
was subsequently published to the whole 
world, and in it appeared the names of eminent 
capitalists, counselors and citizens, it hap­ 
pened that the general stampede was at its 
night, and not 
a 
soul dared ven 
ture out in such a storm. 
4 Cover, 
cover, cover’ was the ouly cry. Almost 
without exception every man whose name wan 
found in the most honorable list of its kind 
ever made, was horrified at the impudence 
which had dared put it there. Let one emi­ 
nent example suffice. I only use it because 
the gentleman in question himself took euch 
pains to bring his name lo public notice. I 
only propose to add the correspondence.” 
The “ testimony ” cited by Shipherd is, in 
fact, rathfr a homily on the mental weak­ 
ness and want of veracity of Mr. Blaine, than 
anything else, and is evidently conceived in 
revenge for Blaine’s hard words to him. It 
is quite different in tone from Sbipherd’s 
stcry as given before Blaine had testified. 
The Nicaragua Canal Dill (o go Over. 
W a sh in g t o n, -Jnly 23d.—In spite of the 
pressure that is being brought to bear cn the 
Committee on Foreign Affaire to push the 
Nicaragua canal bill, it is not probable that 
any attempt will be made by those having 
the bill in charge to briD g it up this session. 
The Pacific Coast representatives in the 
Home are urging the calling up of the meas­ 
ure at as early a date as possible, bat the 
committee is said to be determined that it 
shall go over till the next session. A promi 
nent member of the committee is the authori­ 
ty for the stateraeut that it is the desire of 
the committee to postpone further action on 
the bill until next winter, eo -that it may 
haveXhe benefit of the fnllest discussion dur­ 
ing the Congressional recess. 
The New Japanese Minister to Hie I nl£e«! 
States. 
W a sh in g to n, July 23*1.—The Post an­ 
nounces this morning that Yosheda Kiyo 
nari, tho present Minister from Japan, who 
has been absent from Washington on leave 
for several months, is not to return to this 
country, but will be succeeded here by Te 
vashuna Miinenori, who was attached to the 
embassy which visited this city in 1861. He 
wa» Commissioner and afterwards Mini t^r 
to England, and since he was recalled from 
the latter office, has served as counselor o 
the Japanese Government and Governor » f a 
province in Japan. Recently he has been 
President of the Japanese Sacate.

D eca y i s W o o d.—The decay of wood 
embedded in the earth ü difficult to guard 
against, but, according to tho British 
Farmers’ Oazetle, a simple precaution, cost­ 
ing neither money nor labor, will increase 
the dui#)ility of posts in the ground by 50 
per cent. This is simply by taking care 
that the wood is inverted, i. e., placed in 
the opposite direction to that in which the 
wood grew. Experiments have proved 
that oak posts put in the ground in the 
same position in which they grew, top up­ 
ward, were rotten in twelve years, while 
their neighbors, cut from the same tree, 
placed top downward in the soil showed no 
signs of decay for several years afterward.

The first political meeting tf the campaign 
was held by the Democracy in front of the 
Capital Hotel Saturday evening. Tne as- 
sembbge wjb not large. Quite a number of 
Republicans were present. Tne meeting waa 
called to order by R. D. Stephens. Mr. 
Stephen* pail: “ Fellow citizens : We have 
met here this evening for the purpose of rati­ 
fying the nominations of the San Joee Con­ 
vention. Two of the candidates are present, and 
you can see and hear them for yourselves. The 
following named persons have been chosen as 
officers of this meeting : President, John T. 
Carey; Vice-Presidents—Fred. Cox, W o. 
Gutenberger, K. <1. Ulessing, P. Flaherty, 
Chris. Wfcisil, D. .1. Consedine, R. S. Carey, 
James McGuire, W o. McLaughlin, W. S. 
Manlove, W. A. llecry, .fames H. Groth, 
Mark Foster, Add. C. Hinkson, John Faris, 
John W. Armstrong, I. S. Moore, Jas. De­ 
vine, J. S. Woods, P. H. Russell, C. W. 
Clarke, 11. Kczminsky, Martin Steiaxnetz. A. 
Nathan, Geo. Cone; Secretaries—P. J. Har­ 
ney, Z. T. Cowdery.” 
Mr. Carey was introduced to the audience 
by Mr. Stephens, and spoke as follows : Fel­ 
low citizens : I thank yen for the honor con­ 
ferred, for inore than ordinary reasons. This 
is the first rote of what necessarily must be a 
long and hct contest. We wish to feel of the 
pulse and sentiment of the Democracy of this 
section cf the State, on the platform and our 
candidates. There are present this evening 
Iloa. J. R. Glascock and Hon. C. A. Sum­ 
ner. It is not my province or desire to de­ 
tain yc u, as theie gentlemen have issues they 
wish to discuss, and I shall give way to them. 
The Convention at San Jose has dealt in un­ 
mistakable terms with all the issues before 
the people cf this State. They have dis- 
tir.c ly defin’d their position on the Chinese 
qu t>on. The Republicans have tried to 
take this out of politics. We can 
assuro you that this question is not 
cut of cur politics. Republican orators orig­ 
inally advocated “ the fatherhood « f God and 
the fellowship of man.” They have been 
forced by public opinion to the position they 
l o w occupy. The Convention spoke plainly 
on inc rporationa. Freights and fires, as 
now scheduled, are exorbitant. Freights 
and fares are too high and Deed legislating 
upon They have spoken plainly on the de­ 
bris question and the Sunday law. They 
have proclaimed religion* liberty, and uoth- 
irg more. Upon all these i-eues the speakers 
who follow will spesk folly and plainly. I 
hope, fellow Democrats, that each and every 
one of you will take a deep interest in this 
campaign. You all must use your efforts to 
¡>erpetuate and preserva the institutions of 
our country. See that your convictions shall 
prevail in the coming contest. 
J. R. Glascock, on being introduced, said : 
Ladies and Gentlemen, Men of Sacramento : 
It has fallen to my lot, unfortunate being 
that I am, to open this meeting to-night. I 
am put forwaid to start the ball rolling that 
will roll on and in November next roll Gen­ 
eral Stoneman into the Gubernatorial chair, 
l’wo years ago I was a candidate for Con- 
xres?. I did not go to Coi gfess. I got left. 
I was elected to stay at humo. I am here 
again and propose this time to see that my 
Republican opponents are left. I shall en­ 
deavor to discuss the topics now before the 
people truthfully. I recognize the fact that 
while I arn not truth I am the exponent of 
truth. Whether I am elected or not, I shall 
ever remember the hospitality I have re­ 
ceived at the hands of the people of the 
capital city of California. I stand firm and 
flat-footed on the platform which waa framed 
by the Democratic Convention in San Jose. 
There is not a plank in the Democratic plat­ 
form I cannot stand upon and face any Re­ 
publican in this campaign. You are calied 
upon to elect the officers cf State this fall. 
You are the creators of your own rulers. It 
is said that there is an incorporation in this 
State that will throw 12,000 votes against the 
Democratic party. I believe it to be a lie. 
I know my fellow countrymen too well. I 
know that no man can Fay to them, 
“ You are my alavés.” Iu this contest, un­ 
less we talk of the principles that were en­ 
acted at San Jose we are talking against air. 
We desire that every voter in this great 
commonwealth shall know whom we wish to 
place in office. We desire to place the ticket 
before the people so they c?n know and scan 
them. The Republicans, although they have 
b*en requested to do so, will not hold a con­ 
vention until the last moment. They answer 
our importunities by saying, “ We believe in 
a short, active and sggrersive campaign.” As 
I am not the only speakei of the evening, and 
as I am to be followed by one who has addressed 
public assemblages amidst great applause 
during the past ten or fifteen years, I will be 
brief. 
These Republican gentlemen who 
have held the reigns of the National Govern­ 
ment for tho past twenty-two years and that 
of the State government for a long period, 
should now be left at home. We accuse tke 
Republicau party, not the rank and file, be­ 
cause I recognize the fact that the rank and 
file of one party is just as good as the other, 
of having allo wed the bogies to rule and ruin. 
I want to arraign these gentlemen for their 
acts during the past twenty-two years. All 
of the gigantic corporation curses have grown 
up under their rule and domination. The 
Republicans in California are not in senti­ 
ment with these in the East. Take, for in­ 
stance, the Chinese question. Here on the 
western shore we are all united on that ques­ 
tion. Shoulder to shoulder the Democrats 
and Republicans of the Pacific coast 
work together in one common cause 
against 
this 
Mongolian 
invasion. 
In the East we have been refused all our re­ 
quests, and finally only the ten-year restrict­ 
ive law was given us. Pixley, intellectual, 
genial, clever, but a political failure, has let 
out the secrets of hie party. The Repnbli- 
cans to-day call him a political crank. A short 
time since, editorially in the Argonaut, he 
exposed the leaders of the Republican party 
in the East. Iu 1868 Oliver P. MortoD, who 
was sent to this cna t to investigate the Chi­ 
nese question, when he returned to Washing­ 
ton, reported to Corgreas that the Chinese of 
California were oppressed by California hood­ 
lums, aud recommended, as the only means of 
furnishing protection to the Asiatic hordes, 
to give them the ballot. Oliver P. Mor­ 
ton wa3 the leader of tho Republican party. 
He held iu the hollow of his hand the des­ 
tiny of his party, and his word in all 
their councils waa law. Thoee were the feel­ 
ings and sentiments of the Republican party 
in the past. It was only later, when the 
present bill came up, that we fiiwl them tak­ 
ing a stand against this China invasion. Only 
three Republican Senators voted in favor of 
the Farley amendment regarding Chinese 
naturalization. Do the Republicans of the 
East agree with the» Republicans of Califor­ 
nia? They voted the Bame on the Grover 
amendment regarding skilled and unskilled 
labor. Don’t you know that at this very 
time Senator Logan ia trying to pass a bill 
allowing Mongolians to travel through our 
land? That bill, if it parses and becomes a 
law, will nullify ail the good that there is in 
the ten-year bill. It will perhaps pass, and 
if so it will be done by a strict party 
vote. Are yon in harmony with them ? 
Yen are not in harmony with them on 
on this or any other vital subject which now 
agitates our country. The Republican party 
has extended the charters of the National 
Banks for twenty year*. The currency of 
the United States should be controlled by the 
Government itself. I am iu favor of protec­ 
tion of American labor. It should be pro­ 
tected. But I believe, above and beyond all, 
the American laborer hims. lf should be pro­ 
tected. The hardy sons of toil—men who make, 
build up, aud sustain our Government and 
its institutions—should be protected before 
the corporatkras. We should not be com­ 
pelled to pay such high tariffs. 
I do not say 
that I am in favor of free trade, but 
the tariffs should be modified and re­ 
duced at least thirty or forty percent. The 
new Tariff Commission is composed of men, 
nine-tenths of whom are manufacturers. 
We charge the Republican party for the na­ 
tional banks, the telegraphic and other cor­ 
porate centralizations. We beiievo in local 
self government. We believe there should 
be no outside influence exerted in State elec­ 
tions. As long as we live up to the Consti­ 
tution of the State of California and the 
Constitution of the Nation we snould be let 
alone. Where is the land promised ns by the 
Government for §1 25 an acre ? The Repub­ 
lican party has given away over 200,000,000 
acres of the public domain. It is true this 
land is vested in the Government. The Gov­ 
ernment is only a tru-tee in the matter for 
yon, and it should hold that land for you at 
§1 25 per acre. They have given to the 
Central Pacific Railroad 15,000,000 acres ; 
to the North Pacific, 47,000,000 acres ; to the 
A. and P., 45,000,000 aeree; to the N. and 
K. P., 24.000,000 acres; to the Texas Pacific, 
13,000,000 acres. I say they have given away 
an empire of land. They have given away 
in the State of California one-third of all her 
arable land. It is true, nod cannot be de­ 
nied, that these railroad corporations have 
assisted to a certain extent our civilization. 
Taking into consideration the munificent gifts 
of public lands given to these railroad corpo­ 
rations, it is a* little as the^can do to pay 
their taxes. The Central Pacific cost $118,­ 
000 a mile to construct it; they are assessed 
only 925,000 per mile, and do they pay their 
taxes ? No. The wheels of justice are clogged 
with suits in every Court wherever their taxes 
should be paid. The Constitution says that 
property should be abseseed for its cash value. 
Are they bo assessed ? No. These corpora­ 
tions have received 200,000,000 acres of Gov- 
eminent land, and they fight the Thurman 
Act, which says that 5 per cent, of their net 
earnings shall be set aside for the purpose of 
paying what they owe to the Government. 
The Government gave them land for twenty 
miles on each side of the road. It has given 
to those corporations power to control the 
Courts and Legislatures of our country. They 
are allowed to charge freight all that the 
traffic can bear. It is as little as the rail­ 
road corporations can do to pay tfceir just 
taxes and charge a reasonable amount for 
freights and fare?. They have divided $64,­ 
000,000—more than $5,000,000 per year. I 
say to them make proper reductions so that 
our p?ople can live. Their answer to us is, 
“ The rates will not stand a reduction.” The 
Southern Pacific was built out of the profits 
of the Central Pccific, and the Central Pa­ 
cific was built by tfce Government It is 
time they gave some of that money back. In 
1868 the Continental Oil Transportation 
Company commenced operations, and in 1880 
they had divided $10,000,000 and had in­ 
creased their capital stock from $10,000,0(H) 
to $25,000,000. These corporations can ruin 
one individual and build up his competitor. 
They can ruin oue community and render 
prosperous another. How long will you sub­ 
mit to this state of affairs ? We intend to lay 
the ax to the root of no useful institution. 
VV e as a people are growing poorer and these 
corporations are growing richer. A few days 
since Roscoe ConkKug, cne of the Republi­ 
can bosses, earned a fee of $15,000 for inter­ 


viewing President Arthur and securing his 
veto of the immigration bill. 
Charlo* A Sumner was next introduced 
nnd said: Ladies and Gentleman: Have 
you read the Democratic platform ? Do you 
like it ? Next to your Bible ai d prajer book 
it is the best reading matter you can pbtain. 
You ought to take it to bed with you, ar.d if 
you are bothered with unpleasant dreams, 
wake up and read a few eecticns; it will do 
you good. The Central Pacific Company 
have—and let no man for a moment presume 
that they have not—hosts of talented men in 
their employ. Bring them on, trot them out, 
put them right up here on this platform ; we 
want to see them and discuss with them the 
iasues now before the people. We will see 
them and they will hear from us before 
the 7th of November next. Have yen 
seen the ticket? Don’t you like it? I 
like it. The men on that ticket, most 
most of them, I have been personally ac­ 
quainted with upwards of a quarter of a 
century. They are all honorable men. If 
any one has anything to say about those men 
let them come right up here cn this platform 
and sty it. They have not shown you their 
men on the Republican side, but we have 
trotted out our ticket and you can have a 
four month»’ squint at our men. The San 
Jofe Convention saw fit to put me on their 
ticket, and I am here, and will remain until 
the 7th of November next, and don’t you for­ 
get it. 
I expect every man before me to­ 
night will on the 7th oi November next go 
to the ballot-box and there deposit his ballot 
according to the dictates of his own con­ 
science ; according to his own convictions. 
If he does not, he should be drummed out 
of the country and exported to Ctioa. 
We believe in the doctrine that tho people 
are the sovereigns. Every man in the State 
that has a ballot will have a lick at my friend 
Glascock and myself in Novembe-. If you 
cast a vote for or against us, sccordicg to the 
dictates of your own conscience, all light. It 
looks fearfully liks it just new, that we will 
receive a sufficient number of ballots. Well, 
have you read the platform? Its good read­ 
ing, read it. It presents to the people the 
exact position the party will hold on the Chi­ 
nese question. The leaders of the Republi­ 
cans ia both houses voted in favor of the Chi­ 
nese. I don’t derire to strike a plume from 
any man’s cap who stood up for that bill. 
Frank Page is the smartest man in Congress. 
He lives in a house for which he pays $600 a 
month rent for, gives $1,000 champagne 
suppers 
once 
a week, and does it 
all 
on 
$5.000 
a 
year. 
Oh, 
yes ! 
Frank 
is 
one 
of 
the 
smartest 
men in the United States. The Democratic 
platform says we don’t war.t the Chinese 
here at all. You send me to Congress, and I 
will introduce a bill that will do much in that 
direction. We appealed for years for help, 
and no assistance came. We were arraigned 
and charged with inhuman treatment. Elect 
the Democratic candidates to Congress this 
fall, and we will di something, or make it 
mi?hty hot for them. The Chinese propose 
to flood this country, and if the Democracy 
does not stop it there will be a Mongolian 
empire established on this coast. 1 preached 
this saíne doctrine in this city twenty-six 
years ago. At that time I was a red-hot Re­ 
publican, because I was then fighting slav­ 
ery. Now I am a red-hot Democrat, be­ 
cause I detest white slavery. It appears 
that every man who disagrees with the Rec­ 
o r d - U n i o n is a demagogue or a fool. The 
Central Pacific Railroad was not built by 
private capital, but by the Government. The 
Democratic party in its platform says the 
matter of freights and fares shall be regu­ 
lated. You send me to Congress and I will 
see that the fare is reduced or know the rea­ 
son why. I will introduce a bill for that pur­ 
pose, not the second day, but the first. We 
will have the bill repealed that was passed 
for the C. P. Railroad in 1862. They are 
waiting for Glascock and Sumner in Wash­ 
ington now, and don’t you forget it. I tell 
you, fellow citizens, the grangers down south 
mean business. W ait until tho ballots are 
counted. If Congref* reduces che fares and 
the Railroad Commissioners the freights, 
California will be prosperous.

say 
throughout

dare 
express 
himself on railroad questions. I don’t be­ 
lieve it. I think I know the people of Sac­ 
ramento too well to believe such an assertion. 
In 1862 I was a resident of this city, and at 
that time was engaged in runnicg a seven by 
nine Republican newspaper. They say I am 
a crank. Send six Democratic Congressmen 
from California to Washington and we will 
soon convince our constituency that we are 
not cranks. Fellow Democrats, as you re­ 
duce the charges on freight you increase tfce 
traffic. The Central Pacific would make 
more money if they did an increased 
business 
and 
charged 
less 
freight. 
The Democratic party, in their plat­ 
form, declaro war against all monopolies. 
In the course of his speech, Mr. Sumner, in 
a feeble-forcible way, indulged in denuncia­ 
tions of ex-Governor Stanford, C. P. Hunt­ 
ington and Charles Crocker, but failed to 
establish any relevancy between the abusive 
tirade againet these gentlemen and the politi­ 
cal ifsuea before the people. As a whole, the 
speech is identical with that delivered by Mr. 
Sumner at other points in the State, and did 
not meet the expectation of the audience in 
any essential particular. 
At the close of Mr. Sumner’s remarks, J. 
W. Armstrong was introduced. He said: 
Fellow citizens : Owing to the lateness of the 
hour I shall detain you but a moment. I was 
an aspirant for office at the San Jcse Conven­ 
tion, Dut was defeated for the nomination. I 
heartily indorse the platform of the Demo­ 
cratic party and also the ticket they have 
nominated. I hopo all good Democrats will 
do in November next what I propose to dc— 
support the entire ticket. 
During tho evening the First Artillery 
Band, which was stationed on the Golden 
Eagle Hotel balcony, discoursed some fine 
music.

Tke Indian Outbreak. 
Tccuon, July 22d.—A dispatch from Globe, 
dated July 20ih, says : Syxby came in from 
the Wild Rye country badly wounded, but 
reports his brother and four others killed in 
Pleasant Valley. 
The Tewksburys started 
from their ranch to notify Syxby, but never 
reached there. 
It ¡3 supposed that the 
Tewksbury brothers are killed, as they have 
not been heard from. Two or three hundred 
Indiana are reported on the warpath in the 
vicinity of Plea3ant Valley and the Wild 
Rye country. Globe U trying to equip a 
company to take tho field. Dan. MiDg ia try­ 
ing to get a company of Tonto snouts to take 
the field, but it ia thought that the agent will 
rriuse to let him have them. 
Phcenix, July 223.—Later reports from 
Tonto Basin confirm the news of the last In­ 
dian depredations. In the fight at Syxby’s 
four Indians were killed, and at Tewkebury’s 
six. Mr. Church was killed. Medley and 
his men, who went in search of cattle,s are 
missing, and supposed to be killed, as IndianB 
were seen there. Hszriton and his sisters are 
oafe. Reports say sixty to eighty Indians 
camped ©u Coon creek, aud are evidently 
bound down Salt river. Buildings have been 
burned, stock killed and driven off, and crops 
laid waste, causing great less to the settlers. 
The people are taking measures to arm them­ 
selves. 
Three Prospectors Killed. 
Tom bstone, July 22J.—Charles Doyle, a 
well-known prospector, returned from Sonora 
this afternoon and informed an Epitaph re­ 
porter of the finding of the dead bodies of 
three American prospectors near San Anto­ 
nio, in the Sonora valley. They had just 
discovered a rich mine. Native.* reported 
the men killed by Apaches. Doyle thinks 
they were killed by Mexicans. Ho found 
Mexicans working their claim. Their names 
were James Murphy, Ben Cahill and Peter 
Lansing, formerly of Nevada, where they 
were well known, Willard, United States 
Consul at Guaymas, was notified. The Pre­ 
fect at Urea gave no satisfaction. 
A Depot It or Homan Bones I nearthed. 
Tom bstone, July 22 f.—Laborers excavat­ 
ing for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad, six miles south of Crittenden Sta­ 
tion, discovered three pottery ollas filled with 
human bones. The ollas were imbedded 
threa feet in solid lava rock, and appearances 
indicate that the lava had flowed around 
them. In one of the ollas were found three 
Spanish coins bearing date 1543 The pot­ 
tery was painted inside like that found in all 
the old ruins of Arizona. 
OREGON. 
A Doctor Killed for Not Caring a Patient. 
P o rtla n d , July 22d.—A report reaches 
here of the murder of a white physician on 
the Klamath Reservation by “ Spokan Ike.” 
The l&tler’s son was sick, and the physician 
waa engaged to cure him, but the boy 
died. Ike accused the physician cf killing 
him, aud raising a rifle shot him dead. The 
Indian fled. 
Atlempt to Barn Meattle. 
P o rtla n d , July 22d.—A reliable gentle­ 
man, who arrived from the Sound to-night, 


brings information that an attempt was made 
Thursday night to bura the city of Seattle, 
evidently by a brother of Payne, who was 
lynched six months ago, and his gang of des­ 
peradoes. Shavings and other combustibles 
saturated with kerosene were found under the 
Opera House, a livery stable and other build­ 
ings. The discovery was made by one of the 
piles taking tire early in the morning. A t 9 
o’clock tne ffre-beli tapped, calling^ together 
the Vigilance Committee, who, in a two 
hours’ seesioD, prepared a list of twenty 
roughs, and ordered them leave by daylight. 
Four left by theBteamer Idaho at I A. M. Fri­ 
day, and are supposed to have come here. 
The remainder got out in other directions. 
Payne’s brother, the leader of the gang, is 
under arrest. 
Another Fire at Portland. 
P o rtla n d , July 23d.—A fire at 3 o'clock 
thia afternoon destroyed the roof and third 
story of the Richmond House, a three-story 
frame hotel at the comer of Second and C 
streets.
